Service  and  the 
Spirit  of 
Volunteerism 

As  chairperson  of  the  Peer  Advising  Program  at 
Western  New  England  College  for  the  past  year,  I 
have  been  fortunate  tobeapartofa  group  of  24 
individuals  who  indeed  embody  the  true  spirit  of 
commitment  and  volunteerism.  It  all  started  a  year 
ago  as  an  idea  to  involve  students  in  the  Greater 
Springfield  community. 

What  better  way  to  start  a  continuing  trend  of 
volunteerism  than  through  involving  students  in  their 
first  year  at  the  College?  Under  the  leadership  of  a 
Peer  Advisor,  freshmen  and  transfer  students  came 
together  and  developed  the  means  for  outreach  efforts 
in  the  Greater  Springfield  community.  This  was  our 
way  of  orienting  students  not  only  to  the  College  but 
to  the  community  in  which  the  College  resides.

Special  Student  Loan 
Payoff  Program 

U.S.  Secretary  of  Education  Lauro  F. 
Cavazos  announced  recently  a  special  six- 
month  grace  period  that  will  allow  borrow- 
ers currently  in  default  to  pay  off  their 
federally-guaranteed  student  loans  without 
penalty.  The  program  is  authorized  by 
provisions  of  the  Omnibus  Budget  Recon- 
ciliation Act  of  1989,  as  amended. 

Under  the  student  loan  payoff  program, 
which  begins  on  March  1, 1990,  borrowers 
who  have  defaulted  on  federally-guaranteed 
student  loans  may  contact  the  guarantee 
agency  holding  the  loan  and  arrange  to  repay 
the  loan  in  full  before  August  31,1 990. 

Payment  in  full  of  principal  and  interest 
due  on  defaulted  loans  will  save  these  bor- 
rowers the  cost  of  penalties,  administrative 
charges,  and  collection  fees — costs  that  can 
total  up  to  35  percent  of  the  debt 

Consumer  credit  reporting  agencies  will 
receive  notice  that  a  loan  has  been  paid  in 
full.  This  is  a  one-time  opportunity  for 
borrowers  to  satisfy  the  legal  obligation  of 
their  defaulted  student  loans.  Approximately 
2.5  million  borrowers  are  currently  in  default 
on  $6.8  billion  in  student  loans.

Whenever  they  get  the  chance,  alumni  and 
friends  are  spreading  the  word  about  the  Healthful 
Living  Center.  To  date,  $380,000  has  been  raised 
by  alumni  and  $740,000  in  all  for  the  Healthful 
Living  Center. 

The  Center,  planned  to  be  constructed  and  in 
use  by  1994,  will  be  a  cornerstone  of  the  College's 
Wholistic  Student  Development  philosophy,  which 
concerns  itself  with  a  student's  physical  well-being 
as  well  as  intellectual,  cultural,  and  social  develop- 
ment. Eric  Geldart,  Director  of  Athletics  at  the 
College,  says,  "In  keeping  with  the  overall  philoso- 
phy of  our  physical  education  program  and  in 
meeting  our  goals  and  objectives,  such  a  diversi- 
fied facility  will  enable  us  to  offer  a  more  complete 
program  of  lifetime  activities."  The  proposed 
building  will  be  the  major  component  of  Phase  II 
of  Western  New  England  College's  Master  Plan 
for  expanding  and  improving  the  campus  facilities, 
adopted  in  1979. 


The  building  will  contain  the  Health  Services 
staff  (with  facilities  for  a  full-time  nurse  practitio- 
ner, a  part-time  physician,  an  additional  nurse,  and 
a  secretary,  and  a  classroom  with  seating  for  50 
people),  the  field  house  (with  basketball  courts, 
indoor  tennis,  weight  rooms,  and  a  four-lane 
indoor  track),  an  eight-lane  pool  with  3-meter  and 
1-meter  diving  boards,  a  wrestling  room,  an 
aerobics  room,  and  racquetball/handball  and 
squash  courts. 

The  Healthful  Living  Center  will  house 
facilities  for  physical  education  classes  (all  full- 
time  undergraduates  are  required  to  complete  two 
units  prior  to  graduation),  varsity  athletic  pro- 
grams, extensive  intramural  programs  (at  least  50 
percent  of  the  College's  undergraduate  and  law 
school  students  participate),  and  a  wide  array  of 
recreational  opportunities  for  the  entire  campus 
community. 

Dave  Anderson,  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs, 
feels,  "The  phonathon  phase  is  a  great  beginning  to 
a  long  journey  and  alumni  response  has  been 
exceptional."  With  alumni  and  friends  working 
hard  on  phonathons,  donating  their  time  and 
money  for  this  needed  addition,  and  passing  the 
word  along,  the  Healthful  Living  Center  is  sure  to 
become  a  reality  in  the  near  future.

Winter  Season  Update 

The  men's  basketball  team  caused  a  bit  of  a  stir 
on  the  WNEC  campus  this  winter,  finishing  with  an 
impressive  23-3  record  and  earning  a  first-ever 
NCAA  Division  III  playoff  berth.  Even  a  74-52  loss 
to  the  University  of  Southern  Maine  in  the  first  round 
of  the  playoffs  can't  diminish  the  team 's  achieve- 
ments. 

The  Golden  Bears  ran  off  15  straight  victories 
at  the  end  of  the  season,  leading  up  to  post-season 
play.  Perhaps  the  biggest  win  during  that  run  was  a 
78-69  decision  over  third-ranked  Rhode  Island 
College.  The  Anchormen  came  to  Springfield  with  an 
11-3  overall  mark,  and  a  perfect  11-0  record  against 
New  England  opponents.  However,  senior  forward 
Bill  Porter  took  matters  into  his  own  hands  for  the 
Golden  Bears  and  carried  the  team  to  victory  with  a 
33-point  effort  In  addition,  he  grabbed  1 1  rebounds, 
dished  out  four  assists,  and  collected  six  steals. 

WNEC  followed  that  win  with  an  89-66  win 
over  Post  College.  The  Golden  Bears  shot  an  incred- 
ible 22-26  (84.6%)  in  the  first  half  to  blow  the  game 
open.  Porter  again  led  the  way  with  28  points.  Fresh- 
man forward  Peter  Wininger  (Bristol,  CT) 
finished  the  game  with  21  points  on  perfect  1 0- 
10  shooting. 

The  team  also  scored  an  important  86-80 
victory  over  Connecticut  College.  Porter  again 
led  the  way  with  26  points,  while  senior  Paul 
Swartz  (Bloomfield,  CT)  grabbed  15  rebounds. 
In  a  93-88  win  over  Nichols  College,  senior 
guard  Peter  Cinella  became  only  the  1 1th  player 
in  school  history  to  notch  1000  points. 

Porter  was  named  to  the  National 
Association  of  Basketball  Coaches  (NABC) 
All-New  England  team  and  was  also  named 
honorable  mention  All-America.  Coach  Peter 
Broaca  was  named  Coach  of  the  Year  in  the 
Northeast  by  the  NABC  and  is  being  considered 
for  National  honors. 

"We  got  great  efforts  from  Billy  Porter 
and  our  seniors  all  year,"  Broaca  says."Southem 
Maine  is  a  fine  basketball  team  and  they 
outplayed  us  this  time.  It's  a  great  accomplish- 
ment for  this  team  and  the  college  as  a  whole." 

The  Golden  Bear  wrestling  team  re- 
bounded after  a  tough  stretch  of  matches  the 
past  month,  facing  some  of  the  top  teams  in 
New  England,  and  finished  with  a  18-8  overall 
record. 

In  fact,  WNEC  downed  two  of  the  top 
teams  in  New  England  last  month  by  defeating 
Rhode  Island  College,  the  defending  NE 
Champions,  26-24,  and  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  23-21 .  Those  wins  came  on  the 
heels  of  losses  to  Division  I  powers  Central 
Connecticut  (39^1),  Brown  (36-3),  and  top- 
ranked  Boston  University  (52-0).  Senior  Rey 
Santiago  (Guilford,  CT)  is  the  lone  undefeated 
wrestler  for  the  Golden  Bears  with  a  12-0  mark. 
Several  newcomers  also  sporting  impressive 
records  are  freshman  Angel  Rivera  (Springfield, 
MA)  with  a  12-4-1  mark  at  1 18  pounds,  fresh- 
man Jim  Hoskinson  (Springfield,  MA)  at  1 1-3 
in  the  heavyweight  slot,  and  freshman  Tom 
Layte  (Springfield,  MA)  with  a  8-5-3  record  at 
142  pounds. 


First-year  women's  basketball  coach  Mike 
Thompson  knew  he  had  a  tough  road  ahead,  inherit- 
ing a  team  that  posted  two  consecutive  two-win 
seasons.  If  number  of  wins  is  a  gauge  of  success,  the 
Golden  Bears  had  a  successful  year,  finishing  with  a 
7-16  mark.  Freshman  guard  Jennifer DeForest 
( Waverly,  NY)  has  been  one  of  the  brightest  spots  for 
Coach  Thompson,  averaging  17points  per  game. 
Freshman  point  guard  Stacy  Alexander  (Chicago,  IL) 
set  a  single-season  assist  record  with  119.  Seniors 
Tina  Peeters  (Ticonderoga,  NY)  and  Traci  Metzger 
( Westfield,  MA)  closed  out  their  four-year  careers  in 
a  home  win  against  Eastern  Nazarene  College. 
Peeters  is  fifth  on  the  WNEC  all-time  scoring  list. 

The  WNEC  ice  hockey  team  saw  its  season 
come  to  an  end  last  month  after  losing  in  the  semi- 
finals of  the  ECAC  South  playoffs.  The  Golden 
Bears,  competing  in  the  tournament  for  the  second 
consecutive  year,  finished  with  a  14-8-1  record  after 
dropping  a  5-1  decision  to  Trinity  College. 

The  Golden  Bears  were  outshot  47-27  during 
the  course  of  the  game  and  were  unable  to  convert 
seven  power  play  opportunities,  including  one  five- 
on-three  situation. 


Trinity  rode  to  victory  on  the  strength  of 
sophomore  goalie  Jeff  Tuck.  Tuck  stopped  all  but  one 
of  WNEC's  scoring  attempts,  including  several  two- 
on-one  and  three-on-two  breakaways.  Greg  Frederick 
(Westford,  MA)  tallied  the  lone  Golden  Bear  goal 
with  just  under  two  minutes  remaining  in  the  game. 

"Their  goalie  played  an  excellent  game  today," 
said  head  coach  Mike  Badger.  "I  thought  we  played 
well,  but  we  couldn't  get  anything  past  their  goalie." 

The  Golden  Bears  reached  the  semis  by 
defeating  Amherst  College  4-3  in  the  first  round. 
WNEC  jumped  out  to  a  4-0  lead  and  had  to  hold  the 
Lord  Jeffs  offinthefinallOminutesto  preserve  the 
victory. 

Junior  Steve  Byrne  (Agawam,  MA)  scored  two 
goals,  one  on  the  power  play  and  one  short  handed,  to 
lead  the  way  for  the  Golden  Bears.  Byrne  finished  the 
year  with  62  points,  ranking  him  second  in  the 
conference  in  scoring. 

The  men'sbowlingteam  finished  second  in  the 
Tri-State  Bowling  Conference.  The  freshmen-domi- 
nated Golden  Bears  finished  with  an  1 1-5  record  and 
qualified  for  the  Eastern  Sectionals  in  Raleigh,  North 
Carolina  at  the  end  of  March.  The  top  three  teams  in 
that  tournament  qualify  for  the  Nationals  in 


Milwaukee  in  May.

Porter  Closes  Out 
Stellar  Career

They  might  find  a  lack  of  it  Size,  that  is.  Oppos- 
ing players  and  coaches  sizing  up  the  Western  New 
England  basketball  team  won't  mistake  the  Golden 
Bears  for  trees.  In  fact,  when  they  see  the  team's 
leading  scorer  and  floor  general  they  must  think 
there 's  been  a  missprint  in  the  program.  How  can 
this  guy  have  nearly  2000  points?  Oh,  Bill  Porter's 
not  that  small  in  height  (he  stands  6'3"),  but  the 
wiry  senior  will  never  be  mistaken  for  Charles 
Barkley. 

He  may  be  lanky,  but  he  has  an  immense  heart. 
For  the  past  three  and  a  half  seasons,  Porter  has 
carried  the  Golden  Bears  on  his  back  and  helped 
them  to  a  60-3 1  record  over  that  period,  including  a 
23  -3  record  and  a  first-ever  trip  to  the  NCAA 
Division  HI  Playoffs  in  his  senior  season.  Over  that 
time  he  has  collected  1 863  points  which  is  the 
second  highest  total  ever  in  school  history.  Only 
George  Jerman,  '70,  with  2059,  has  a  higher  mark. 

It  took  Bill  some  rime  to  find  his 
way  to  Western  New  England.  After 
graduating  from  Somers  High  School 
in  Connecticut  in  1 985  (where  he  still 
ranks  as  the  all-time  leader  in  scoring)  he 
set  his  sights  on  securing  a  Division  II 
basketball  scholarship.  He  thought  that  attend 
ing  prep  school  would  enhance  his  chances. 
Porter  attended  St.  Thomas  More  Prep  School  in 
Connecticut  and  had  offers  from  Southern 
Connecticut  and  St  Anselm's  College  in  New 
Hampshire,  both  Division  II  programs,  to  play 
basketball. 

Bill  Downes  had  other  plans.  He  coached 
WNEC  hoop  when  Porter  was  in  high  school  and 
first  saw  the  rawboned  youngster  in  his  junior  year 
and  tried  to  get  him  to  join  the  Golden  Bears 
right  out  of  high  school. 


"My  assistant  coach  went  to  see 
his  team  play  one  night  and  came 
into  my  office  all  excited  the  next 
day,"  Downes  recalled.  "He  said 
we  just  had  to  have  this  kid  and  that 
I  had  better  go  see  him.  For  the  rest 
of  his  senior  season  and  his  prep 
school  career  I  kept  in  contact  with 
him." 

While  Porter  was  impressed 
with  Western  New  England,  a 
problem  arose  that  forced  him  to 
revaluate  his  future  college  plans. 
"Coach  Downes  resigned  just 
before  I  had  to  make  a  decision  and 
they  waited  a  long  time  before 
filling  the  position,"  Porter  recalls. 
"I  didn't  know  what  they  were 
going  to  do  and  I  wanted  to  get 
something  set." 

He  decided  on  New  Hampshire 
and  set  off  to  make  his  mark.  It 
seemed  that  fate  was  not  kind  to 
Porter.  Between  prep  school 
graduation  and  the  start  of  college, 
the  St.  Anselm  coach  left  and  Bill 
found  he  didn 't  fit  into  the  new 
coach's  plans.  He  never  finished 
pre-season  camp. 

"I  just  didn't  fit  in  there,"  Porter 
says.  "The  coach  that  recruited  me 
was  gone  and  I  didn't  see  I'd  be 
playing  much,  either.  I  decided  I 
wanted  to  be  closer  to  home.  I  liked 
Coach  Downes  when  he  was 
recruiting  me  and  really  liked  the 
campus,  so  I  decided  to  transfer." 

Since  Bill  entered  WNEC  his 
pare  n  is  have  moved  to  Yorktown 
Heights,  New  York,  but  often  make  the  trek  back  to 
Springfield  to  see  their  son  play. 

Present  coach  Pete  Broaca  must  have  seen 
Porter's  arrival  as  a  gift  from  heaven.  He  had  a  few 
veterans  on  the  team  but  knew  he'd  be  searching  for 
a  leader  when  they  graduated,  and  Porter  fit  the  bill. 
In  fact,  many  of  the  players  on  the  1990  squad  have 
been  together  for  three  or  four  years. 

"This  is  the  best  team  I've  ever  played  on," 
Porter  says.  "We  all  thought  we  had  a  chance  to  win 
twenty  games  this  year."  His  efforts  this  season 
earned  him  All-New  England  honors 
and  he  was  also  selected  honor- 


points  for  the  21-2  Golden  Bears. 


able  mention  All-America. 

"Bill  has  taken  us  a  long  way  during  his  career," 
Broaca  says.  "It  may  be  a  long  rime,  if  ever,  before 
we  are  able  to  get  another  player  of  his  caliber  at 
Western  New  England." 

Porter  will  graduate  in  May  with  a  Management 
degree  and  a  3.2  GPA  and  isn 't  really  certain  what 
the  future  holds  for  him.  One  thing  is  certain —  Big 
Bill  Porter  may  well  be  the  best  all-around  basket- 
ball player  WNEC  has  ever  seen,  and  his  place  in 
school  sports  history  is  secure.
